A college or university ath­ 
lete may elect to compete for his 
achoo! or club, but not for both.

The efforts of the Central Associa­ 
tion of the A. A. U. with headquar­ 
ters at Chicago to have the first rule 
written In the A. A. lf. constitution 
may canso a bitter controversy. The 
rule, if paaaed, would prevent any 
track star or swimmer from repre­ 
senting a club during the years lie 
competes for his college. 
Eastern and western delegates un­ 
doubtedly will fight the legislation 
of such a rule to the last ditch. Most 
of the support of the proposed change 
will come from 
the 
middle 
west 
where a sim ilar rule has been In 
effect in the Big Ten conference for 
several years. 
It will be 
recalled 
that 
Herb 
So.hwarze, University of 
Wisconsin 
shot putter, was barred from college 
competition under this rule. Sehwarzc 
wan unjustly ruled out as he never 
actually wore an Illinois A. C. em­ 
blem, but merely trained and trav­ 
eled with the I. A. C. athletes. 
The passage of this rule would be 
a severe blow to the eastern 
and 
California clubs which draft most of 
their athletes from college stard. The 
New York A. (V, Newark A. C., Bos­ 
ton A. A., Los Angeles A. C, and 
Olympic Club track and field teams 
are made up almost entirely of col­ 
lege stars still in competition.

Backs Hoover Plan as 
Practical. 


Mrs. Theodore Douglas Robinson, 
sister of Theodore Roosevelt, one of 
the seven members of the Executive 
Committee of the Republican National 
Committee, has Joined the National 
Woman's Committee for Hoover.

Y.—Farmers In 
New 
York state are giving active approval 
to the constructive farm program an­ 
nounced by Herbert Hoover, declares 
Charles S. Wilson of this place, who 
as commissioner of agriculture came 
to grips with Governor Smith in the 
latter’s efforts to extend Tammany’s 
domination over the New York farms 
and markets department. 
“New York farmers who have had 
their own problems to solve during 
the last decade,” says Mr. Wilson, 
“recall that, in eight annual messages 
to the 
state 
legislature, Governor 
Smith's chief recommendation with 
respect to agriculture has been to 
scrap the machinery of the present 
department of agriculture and mar­ 
kets, which the farmers In the state 
with few exceptions endorse and ap­ 
prove. That done, It was well under­ 
stood In political circles that the gov­ 
ernor planned to seize the department 
and reorganize it as an added portloi 
of gubernatorial patronage. 
“It may not be generally known 
that 750,000 persons reside on the 
farms of New York State. They em­ 
ploy capital, in farmlands and equip­ 
ment, 
approximating 
$2,000,000,000. 
Two-thirds of the area of the state is 
farm land. While the state, among 
the other Stites is only 22th in total 
area and 20tfi in area of farm lands, 
It stands eighth in the total of agricul­ 
tural production. 
“Republican legislatures for eight 
years have kept these varied, as well 
as financially and economically impor­ 
tant farm interests, out of the maw 
of the political patronage into which 
Governor Smith has sought to throw 
them. 
“Governor! Smith during his incum­ 
bency of the)} executive chair has had 
some other peculiar ideas respecting 
agriculture. In his first year as gov­ 
ernor there was submitted to him a 
report In which the suggestion was 
made that milk be declared a public 
utility and its price fixing power be 
made a function of the state. At the 
outset, Governor Smith made known 
his approval of this recommendation.”
